Part 2 — Sharpening - lesson 1 


When it comes to Sharpening it is one of 
those situations where the saying, different 
strokes for different folks applies. 


On the other hand, | am all for it, wouldn't it 
be boring if all people look the same, like 
the same, wear the same? But then, when 
it comes to sharpening, it is a matter of 
trying out different settings for different 
situations. One would for instance not 
sharpen the close-up portrait of a woman 
the same that you would sharpen a 
landscape, or a detailed abstract picture. 
In this lie the challenge and sometimes the 
shortfall. | thought that for this lesson | 
would give you some examples when one 
would apply different sharpening 
techniques. Not all of them are 
professional but surely all of them can be 
used. One last thing, you should see the 
numbers | give merely as guidelines. 
Experiment with it, and find your own 
settings that are right for you. 


1. Basic sharpening 


After you’ve colour corrected your photos 
and right before you save your file, you'll 
definitely want to sharpen your photos. | 
sharpen every digital-camera photo, either 
to help bring back some of the original 
crispness that gets lost during the 
correction process, or to help fix a photo 
that’s slightly out of focus. Either way, | 
haven’t seen a digital camera (or scanned) 
photo that | didn’t think needed a little 
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sharpening. Here’s a basic technique for 
sharpening the entire photo. 


Step one 


Open the photo you want to sharpen. 
Because Photoshop displays your photo 
at different magnifications, it’s absolutely 
critical that you view your photo at 100% 
when sharpening.

To ensure that you’re viewing is at 100% 
once your photo is open, double-click on 
the Zoom tool in the Toolbox, and your 
photo jumps to a 100% view. (Look up in

Go under the Filter menu, under Shan 
and then choose unsharp mask (If yo 

familiar with traditional darkroom 
techniques, you probably recognize the 
term unsharp mask from when you would 
make a blurred copy of the original photo 
and an unsharp version to use as a mask 
to create a new photo whose edges 
appeared sharper.) Of Photoshop’s 
sharpening filters, the Unsharp Mask is 
the undisputed choice of professionals 
because it offers the most control over the

Some AV makers saw a few overseas AVs at 
the Krugersdorp AV Convention. | had asked 
my FIAP connections for that and they in return 
asked us to do one out of 16 judging stages for 
an international AV Salon. 


“Challenge 3-2-1”. We judged 79 short AVs 
of all types, but none were longer than 3 
minutes and 21 seconds, hence the name. All 
were digitally presented, many originated from 
digital cameras. 


Normally one judges AVs by looking at 4 criteria, 
each having another lot of points to take into 
consideration. With that number of AVs we 
could not do full justice to each series, but 

‘having 3 very experienced evaluators we 
managed well and were not held up by having 
to see to the technical matters. We decided that 
each of the 3 judges had to give points out of 
ten, similar to the judging in some clubs for 
prints and projected images. We did discuss 
briefly, one or other opinion and especially 
after the visiting club members did we re-check 
some of the first 20 AVs again to make certain 
about the top placings. 


We saw very innovative AVs, many with 
spoken text, poems etc., short humorous ones, 


some with serious messages, witty and 
entertaining ones and well thought out works. 


There also were some boring ones, nothing new 
or exciting offered, quite a few mediocre works 
and just a few semi-moronic/idiotic offerings, 
where there had to be movement at all cost, 
especially the one where a guy visits London 
again after 43 years and everything and everybody 
moves in staccato fashion, just because the 
supplier of the program enabled or inveigled the 
“AV Artist” to do so. 


As | said to the visitors: We all can jearn from this 

- how to do it, and how not to do it. There were 

also good humorous ones with totally wild bo 
endings, usually short, as a joke should be. 


As our judging stage in Stellenbosch on 25 
February was sponsored by the AV Division as. 
well as PSSA who in addition gave a Silver Medal 
for one of the winners a large selection of the 
AVs will be available to clubs from PSSA. Details 
to be announced. 


Naturally the judges and helpers gave their time 
for free, thanks to Antenie Carstens and Brian 
Preen as my co-judges, Steve Crane for keeping 
the scores and operating the equipment and 
Lorraine for organizing the venue and keeping us 
going with teas and cookies. Thanks to Johan 
Beyers who received the 79 AVs via his ADSL 
internet line and also to Ilse who translated many 
non English titles and résumés before the judging.
